FROM BIG BEND. 

Progress of the Sibling Interests In that 
District. 

Mr. J. Gray, the principal owner in the 
ophir Bed Rock Flume Co., of McCul- 
loch creek, arrived down on the Louise, 
lie states that they have now determined 
that they .are Hearing bed-rock and have 
struck good pay. In order to determine 
where the old channel was a drift was 
run in and the rim of the creek bud on 
either side was located. Several truck 
loads of dirt were taken out and a couple 
of hours' washing in pans secured about 
$250 of gold, coarse and line. It is now 
the intention to put in another giant and 
push the work as quickly as possible, as it 
is considered they are within a few feet 
of bed-rock. Mr. Cray is positive that 
they have a good paying claim, 

Further up the creek the Barret Co. 
are still working away, not yet having 
reached bed-rock, but were expecting to 
in a few days. 

The Selkirk company, also on McCul- 
loch creek, have secured a fair prospect, 
though bedrock litis not been reached. 

Tho McMillan company, on French 
creek, has gone into the courts, there be- 
ing a dispute about the way McMillan has 
worked the claim. After sttiking pay 
dirt last summer hoisting machinery was 
placed in, but McMillan, who had direc- 
tion of affairs, did not work on the pay 
streak. When all others had left he hired 
a man and tho two took out over $-100 in 
a few days. 

On Carne creek about forty men are at 
work in the canyon, They had just got 
in their wing-dams and sluices and were 
to have started washing in u few days 
after Mr. "Gray left. Goodprospecta wore 
secuw (1 last fall. 

A survey has been mado by an engineer 
of Death Rapids, on the Columbia river 
above La Porte.

ASSISTANCE TO QUARTZ MILLS. 

A mil Introdnceil to Provide Gaaraitees or 
Bonuses to Ulnog of Certain lie- . 
velonineut. 

The attorney-general litis introduced a 
measure entitled "An Act to aid in the De- 
velopment of QuartaMineBj" It provides 
that the total amount which may be guar- 
anteed under the act shall not exceed 
£00,000. The extent of the guarantee 
shall not. exeoeil fifty per cent of the actu- 
al cash expended by a company on their 
lode, and in no case shall it exceed tho 
sum of £20,(HX). No guarantee shall be 
given until $25,000 at least have been ex- 
pended and the mine shall have been re- 
ported upon by a government appointed 
engineer. The machinery must have a 
capacity of crushing twenty tons of ore 
daify. 

Thu bill also provides for the granting 
of a bonus instead of guaranteeing, no 
bonus to exceed $12,000, and tho totftl 
amojnt to be paid out under the act shall 
not exceed $60,000, A bonus may bo 
paid to a company which has erected a 
quartz mill or smelting works, capable of 
I mating t wenty tons daily, the bonus to 
be paid after 24(H) tons of ore has been 
reduced. No more than 25 per cent, of 
tho actual expenditure shall bo awarded. 

Tho measure is ono that is sure to meet 
with the general approval of both sides of 
the house, as it is agreed oh all fides that 
our quartz interests will repay oueourago- 
meut.

A clean swoon for the government is 
the result' of the elections in the north- 
west territories. In West ABsiniboia 
Nicholas Flood Darin rules the roost, and 
will take his sent on the conservative side 
of the house.

The result of tlio elections in the North- 
west Territories and British Columbia 
iH that ten gnod men and true will 
go to Ottawa pledged to support the 
government of Sir John A. Mnodoil- 
ald, and happy to render all the assistance 
in their power to the party of progressand 
reform, — the great Liberal-Conservative 
party of Canada. 

ARRIVE i)*AT LAST. 

The long-looked for mails have arrived 
at List. The return of the steamer 
Princess Louise from the mainland was 
anxiously awaited yesterday, and the 
avenues to the dock on her arrival were 
crowded with a solid mass of humanity, 
some looking for relatives and friends, 
others intent on business, while many 
were attracted by curiosity. The large 
number of passengers, who have been 
snowed up in the mountains for such a 
long time looked none the worsefor wear, 
but wore evidently pleased to have at last 
reached thoir destination. Their descrip- 
tions of the overland trip were vivid in 
the extreme, and one can well imagine 
their joy at being safelj housed 
onco more. Towards evening the 
postotliee lobby and Govemn.ent street, 
were lined with anxious seekers for letters 
from home or correspondent s. The great- 
est dispatch was manifested in the post 
ollice, the entire stall' being at work. The 
overland passengers were loud in their 
praise of the C. P. It. officials and say 
they could not possibly have been better 
treated.. It is very evident, as we said 
yesterday, that the most herculean efforts 
wore put forth by the officials to ensure 
not only the speedy opening of the roadbut 
the safety and comfort of the passengers. 
The arrivals in this city yesterday could 
not find words sufficiently strong in which 
to express their thanks for tig) kindness 
which had been extended them during the 
time they were blockaded and throughout 
their subsequent trip to this city. 

PERU'S PROGRESS. 

At the close of the war with Chili, 
about the end of the year JH<S.'i, Peru was 
in a desperate strait. She had, with t he 
exception of her capital and a few minor 
towns, lost everything, and her finances 
were in a deplorable condition. By-tho 
treaty of peace she had bound herself to 
pay to Chili monthly the sum of $300,000, 
while to meet her outstanding foreign 
debt, held chielly in France and England, 
harbor and railroad monopolies had been 
bartcied away for years to come, and the 
money thereby obtained had been spent 
without materially reducing the debt. In 
fact, the country was bankrupt, without 
money enough to pay even the salaries of 
her officers. Since then things have been 
growing better very slowly. The only 
hope for the country was in the develop- 
ment of its' resources, and the money 
markets of the world had been appealed 
to in vain for assistance. She had rich 
minus, inunenno guano deposits, vast beds 
of nitrate of soda, but capital could not 
bo procured for their development. Hut 
now there seems I" he a prospect for the 
extrication of the unfortunate" country 
from her financial dillicultics. The claims 
against Peru amount to about $160,000,'- 
000, secured by bonds, and the holders of 
these bonds think that Chili should, and 
possibly will, assume the payment of "n 
part of this debt, in view of the fact thai 
Chili, as the fruits of her conquest, took 
from Peru a largo portion of the guano 
and nitrate deposits. It is proposed thai 
there shall be transferred to the holders 
of tho Peruvian bonds, for a definite num- 
ber of yearn, all the railways, the guano 
dopnsits, the right to work the mines and 
large tracts of land for the purpose of en- 
couraging immigration. In consideration 
of these cessions, the bondholders arc to 
extend and complete the railways and 
cancel all their claims against Peru, It 
looks like bard measure for a nation to 
havo to strip itself of all its resources to

that in the end such a» course will be best 
for Peru. It has been shown that she is 
incapable of extricating herself from the 
quagmire into which she has been thrust, 
arid uvory strugglo only plunges hor 
deeper and deeper in the mud. She must 
have assistance to enable her to reach the 
flrru ground, and she has to pay dearly for 
it; but it will all come hack in time, and 
her era of depression will be succeeded by 
one of prosperity. The natural resources 
of Peru are vast and of great value. Hor 
silver mines are, even now, the wonder of 
the world; her guano Holds and nitrate 
beds fertilize the worn out soil of half the 
world; hor railways, the grandest and 
most wonderful in the world, will open up 
plains and valleys which have lain fallow 
since the days of Francisco I'iziirrn. Re- 
lieved of the land debt which has crushed 
out, all hope and energy, and stimulated 
and encouraged by immigration we 
may confidently look to see Peru again 
become a prosperous and tlonrishing 
country, and a bright and shining star in 
the galaxy of South American republics. 

THE END OF THE AV0RL1). 

Sir \V. Thomson, in a recent lecturo be- 
fore a brilliant, fashionable and scientific 
audience, set forth the latest scientific 
theories concerning the probable origin, 
total amount, and possible duration of 
the sun's heat. After referring to the 
theory of Hehnholtz that the sun was a 
vast globe gradually cooling, but as it 
cooled shrinking, aiid that the shrinkage 
-which was the effect of gravity upon its 
mass — kept up its temperature, Sir Wil- 
liam Thomson said: The total of the 
sun's heat was equal to that which would 
be required to keep up 476,000 millions 
of millions of millions horse-power or 
about 78,000 horse-power for ever} - square 
metre a little more than a square yard - 
and yet the modern dynamical theory of 
heat shows t hat the sun's mass would re- 
quire only to fall in or contract thirty-five 
metres per milium to keep up that tre- 
mendous energy. At this rate the solar 
radius in 2,000 years' l ime would be about 
one-hundredth per cent, less than at pre- 
sent, A time would come when the" tem- 
perature would fall, •ami it was thus in- 
conceivable that the sun would continue 
to emit heat sullicient to sustain existing 
life on the globe for more than ten mil- 
lion years. Apply the same principles re 
trospeetively, they could not suppose that 
the sun had existed for more than twenty 
million years — no matter what might have 
been its origin- -whether it came into ex 
istence from the clash of worlds pre-exist- 
ing, or of diffused nebulous matter. There 
was a great clinging by geologists and bi- 
ologists to vastly longer periods, but the 
physicist, treating it as a dynamic, ques- 
tion with calculable elements, could come 
to no other conclusion materially differ- 
ent from what he had slated.

A COLORED MAX'S PROTEST. 

Worthington Cossley, one of the most 
noted colored men of the District of Col- 
umbia, has issued an address to his fellow 
citi/.eus on the incidents growing out of the 
appointment by a democratic president of 
a colored man to ollice in the district, in 
which he says: It is very poor business 
that thti.se would-be lenders of our colored 
friends are just now engaged in, and it is 
time that colored citizens of this district 
should understand it. The idea of a 
democratic president being the sincere 
friend of the colored man, as against I lit* 
old, well tried friends, the republicans, in 
the United States senate, is too absurd 
to be even laughed at, And it is more than 
strange, it is humiliating, to tind certain 
men who have hitherto been leading re- 
presentatives of our race, and who have 
been turned out of foreign ministerships 
and other honorable positions by this 
democratic administration, the most eager 
to caress the hand that has struck them. 
Before colored men listen further to these 
false leaders, or accept their opinions in a 
matter like this, let tliem reflect to what 
party and to what men they are indebted 
for the political privileges entitling them 
to any opinion on public atfairs whatever, 
much less to the holding of public ollice. 
To say nothing of the patty who advocat- 
ed the existence and extension of the sys- 
tem which kept us slaves iii this country, 
it' is scarcely yet twenty yell's since the 
republican leaders who ant now be- 
ing denounced for their consis- 
tent and manly action in rejecting 
tho democratic M r. .Matthews, were en- 
gaged in a fierce struggle for the right of 
suffrage for tho colored man, with the 
democratic party arrayed to a man 
against it. While .Stunner ami Wilson, 
and Sherman and Ingals, and their fel- 
lows, were fighting for tho simple privilege 
of the black man to vote, Mr, Cleveland 
and every last one of Ins present party 
friends and followers were voting, without 
missing a single chance, t" prevent the 
black man front gaining this privilege. 
We do not have I. . depend upon inference, 
hut upon nearly three hundred colored 
men turned out of ollice during this ad- 
ministration, to he certain that the senti- 
ment either of Mr, Cleveland or his party 
toward our race or its privileges has not 
changed. 

PoMi'iNfl plants for irrigation purposes 
have recently been constructed on a large 
scale by the San Francisco Tool Company. 
One of these plants, having a capacity of 
!J, 000,000 gallons each twenty-four hours, 
w ith a lift of lifty-scven feet, was furnish- 
ed to the California Nursery Company not 
long ago, and a second one has just been 
shipped to the same lirm. At present the 
company is making two compound patent 
pit pumps for the Alameda Artesian 
Works, the capacity of each to be about 
I, £500, 000 gallons every twenty-four hours, 
lifting seventy-live feet. Water-raising 
apparatus litis been greatly improved of 
lale in California in order to admit of 
profitably lifting water for irrigating pur- 
poses, Centrifugal pumps are largely 
used, because where the water is drawn 
from sand and gravel bottoms tho barrels 
of the ordinary pumps easily become 
clogged. It was formerly* tho belief that 
centrifugal p limps could not be used for 
lifting wafer to u greater height than forty 
foot or thereabouts. The pumps now 
used are arranged on a now method, the 
suction-pipes entering at the top, so as to 
bo easy of access. The pumps are single 
or compound, single runners being used 
for lifts to lifty feet and compound pumps 
for greater heights. Compound pumps 
with two runners run from forty to sixty 
por cent, slower than single pumps and 
avoid the excessive speed which the latter 
require for excessive lifts. The shafting, 
coupling and hearings are of a special 
kind, made for the purpose and of such 
weight as to balance the water column. 
These pumps are made from two and a 
half lo twelve inches in size, the easing 
being strong enough to withstand a pros- 
sure of lifty pounds lo an inch of urea.

CbnmberlHlu IK-mamls a Fair p.UcuSBlon- 
llealey Would lie Delighted If the Govern? 
meut Would Suppress the 
National Leugue. 

London, March 25. — In tho Commons 
lust ovmiiiig Obatuberlain oonclemiiad the 
attitude of those who, without knowing 
tho nature of the bill, refused to give an 
opportunity to introduce or discuss it. 
Who was it that told them that Ireland 
wanted war ? This being admitted why 
refuse the urgency of the bill. Experience 
itiowed that remedial measures hail failed, 
.■Hid the condition of Ireland was as bad as 
over. Admitting that the previous coer- 
cion acts had not removed discontent, 
they could act in the maintenance of law 
and order. Admitting that tho present 
disorder is only limited, that is no reason 
why it should be allowed to continue or a 
reason why tho machinery for the removal 
of intimidation so as to prevent tho com- 
mittal of outrages is unnecessary (cheers). 
Ho agreed it was the most urgent duty of 
tho government to deal with tho land 
question at blie earliest possible moment. 
He thought tho government unjustly ac- 
cused, because it could not be expected to 
develop them. On a motion for urgency 
it would he better for the administration 
of justice to face the remedial measures 
announced. The Pay hill was to secure 
tenants against the collection of excessive 
routs. He hoped the government would 
press the remedial hill in the house of 
lords, so that it could pass tho house of 
commons before the Crimes bill. If the 
laud hill uiado undue demands on the 
British tax-payers he should himself pro- 
test. There ought to he no difficulty in 
dealing with the whole of these great 
subjects during the present session. 
Could tho house reasonably ask more / 
He referred tho house to the action in 
18S2 as a precedent for asking procedure 
for the crimes bill. He believed nobody 
would deny that secret societ ies exist ed in 
Ireland. It is still his own opinion that 
no remedial measures would have any 
•chance of success while t he nat ional League 
was supreme. (Ministerial cheers.) Tho 
government would not fulfill their duty if 
they failed to protect the niaHs of the 
people in their rights as citizens. Ho 
concluded by quoting from speeches by 
Messrs. Gladstone and Morley to show 
that both were in harmony with the course 
iiow pursued by tho government and 
which he trusted a majority of tho people 
approved. 

Mr. Healey, in remarking that he had 
just heard for the first time the real object 
of the crimes bill, said he would be delight- 
ed if the government would suppress the 
uational league, because this would relieve 
tho Irish members of a great responibili- 
ty, and the people would then conduct the 
agrarian movement for themselves. 

Suppress the league, by all means," said 
Healey; "even stop the public speaking, 
but in tho latter event the Parneliites 
will leave to the government the respousi 
bllity fur the blood that might, be spilled." 
Healey wanted Chamberlain to explain 
how parliament could purchase any land 
purchase bill without involving the inij 
perial credit. 

On motion being made to adjourn, Hon. 
-Mr. Smith expressed the hope that the 
debate would be finished to-morrow. 

Parhell said he hoped it would not be 
understood fclmfc the Irish members as- 
sented to this suggestion. 

• A SILENT TELEPHONE. 

Tho Wonderful Recent Invention of «. Pitts- 
burg Glentus. 

A few favored gentlemen who were 
gathered in the private office of Mr. Geo. 
VVestinghouse yesterday afternoon wit- 
nessed a test of a new telephonic appli- 
ance which is far more wonderful than the 
telephone now in use. It was being ex- 
hibited by Mr. Lowth, the inventor. One 
■of thoao who were present gave a des- 
cription of it without going into techni- 
calities. 

It is a very Bimple contrivance and may 
not inappropriately be termed a dumb 
telephone, as it has no transmitter, pro- 
perly speaking, the conversation being 
curried on by a receiver alone. Attached 
to the receiving tube, which is shaped 
somewhat different from t hose now in use, 
is a single wire to the end of which 
is a sensitive little appliance which 
presses against the larynx and glands 
«jf the nock, and as the jaws 
are moved in conversation the 
motion sends the words spoken along the 
wire as distinctly as the telephone now in 
uso, and it is claimed even more distinct- 
ly. There is no necessity for yelling at 
the man on the other end of the line and 
no use for it, as there is no receiver to 
about into, anil as will be seen by the 
description of the contrivance, the Hound 
and words are conveyed by the gentlest, 
motion of the jaws. 

The operation of the new tele- 
phone is said to be wonderful in 
the extreme, and all who saw it 
express their astonishment. To one of 
these the inventor turned anil said it was 
far lesa wonderful than the mode of con- 
versation he had witnessed in a iS'ew ttng- 
land town Hoinu years since. This 
conversation, be stated, had given 
him the idea which led to the 
invention, and it took placu 
between a man who was deaf, dumb and 
blind and one of his relatives. These two 
conversed, he said, by placing the tips of 
their lingers on each other's neck in tho 
precise locality where the little instrument, 
in use on his telephone touches, and by 
this means the two would converse as in- 
telligibly, so fur as they were concerned, 
as persons in ordinary conversation.

THE LOCAL LEGISLATURE. 

Proceedings of the First Session of the Fifth 
Parliament. 

Friday, March 25. 
Mr. Speaker took tho chair at 1 p. m. 
Prayers wore read by the Rt. Rev. 
Bishop Cridgo. 

TKIVILEOE. 

Hon. Mr. Robson to a question of pri- 
vilege objected to a report of hia remarks 
in The Colonist as follows: "Women as 
school trustees would not work well in 
rural districts, though the principle might 
be a good one for cities. " What ho hod 
soid was that it would work well in citiea 
though he had bis doubts about it in the 
rural districts. 

LOAN HILL. 

Tho government loon bill was read a 
lirst time and set for its second rending at 
the next sitting of the house. 

THE KOOTENAY HILL. 

House went into committee to consider 
the bill respecting a grout of loud to tho 
Kootenay and Athabaska railway. 

Attorney-General David explained that 
the grant proposed was 3200 acres per milo, 
which was considered a largo grant con- 
sidering that the land was not very valu- 
able, especially as the minerals would not 
bo given to the company. Tho Kootenay 
company to whom 750,000 acres had boon 
given, had done nothing, and as there was 
no prospect that the line proposed to be 
constructed by them would be completed 
in time to secure the grant, the land then 
alienated would revert to the province. 
Tho company would be required to survey 
the lands before the construction of the 
railway, forfeiting what was not surveyed 
before its completion. The land would 
remain open to settlement, any portion 
which would be taken up in that way being 
made good from contiguous lands. It, has 
been the etl'ort of the present government 
to open up the Kootenay country, but, 
that has so far been unsuccessful owing 
to the failure of the Ko 
carry out their scheme. 

Mr. Beovou said under a clause of the 
Kootenay and Athabaska Railway Coin- 
pony incorporation Bill they would be 
enabled to transfer their lauds to the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company. The 
house had passed a great many railway 
charters, ond hod exacted deposits for the 
fulfillment of the contracts. The rights 
of the public hod to be protected, and to 
prevent purely speculative enterprises 
money deposits wore required for the 
duo execution of the work. 

Mr. John said that he was in favor of 
having railways constructed in the pro- 
vince providing we did nut have to pay 
too dear for them. Nothing short of rail- 
ways would open up the country. The 
land grout was very reasonable, but he 
thought that tho government should pro- 
vide against the employment of Chinese 
on this railway. He was surprised at the 
change that had taken place in the house 
with respect to this vexed question, The 
same reasons existed now against their 
employment that, existed a year or two 
ago. So long as their employment is al- 
lowed on works passed by this house, so 
long will we be excluding white labor from 
the province to the great detriment of our 
revenue and to settlement, Last year 
the government had offered a bonus of 
$5,000 per year to the company who 
would lirst construct a railway to Soaliieh. 
That bonus was only given on condition 
that Chinese should not be employed, and 
be saw no reason why this company should 
be specially favored with Chinese. 

The attorney-general explained that the 
company could nut acquire those lands 
till they have lirst built the railway when 
it will make very little difference to the 
province who gets possession of them. 
' Mr. Baker, replying to the leader of the 
opposition, said if was not. to be wondered 
that only one railway work had been car 
ried out of all those authorized by the 
house in view ol tin; number of restric- 
tions which the leader of the opposition 
persisted in placing upon them. The 
company could not be expected to make a 
deposit as a guarantee tliat the work will 
be carried out, as they have yet to go to 
the Dominion government to endeavor to 
obtain a subsidy. It, was not to be sup- 
posed that the promoters of the bill were 
going to build the road for 300,0110 acres 
of worthless land. In regard to the 
Chinese clauses, the house having already 
considered and given a decision on that 
question, could not return under the 
rulea laid down in May to the question 
again at this session. 

Mr. Semlin was in favor of this kind 
of assistance to enterprises calculated to 
open up the province. 

Mr. Dunsinuir soid if the loader of the 
opposition thought that any company was 
going to build a railway in the provinc 
for 3, 2(H) acres per mile, and even with 
"small subsidy' from the Dominion gov 
eminent, be was very much mistaken. 

Mr. Off would like to see Hume pn 
vision to enable free miners to go on th 
company's lands to mine, 

Mr. Higgina said he trusted that his 
vote would olwoys be cast in favor of the 
principle of bills which aimed at intern d 
development; but he wilssorry there was 
no clause in this bill that requires a de- 
posit of money or bonds as evidence of the 
buitajides of the company. MoNainoo, 
Clements, Ailiswortl) and Dunsinuir were 
all required to deposit substantial security 
of their earnestness. The lands proposed 
to be conveyed by this bill woro to be 
locked up for live years.

Mr. Ladner could not support the bill 
unless the anti-Chinese clauses ivere in- 
serted. 

Mr. Bole said two railway companies 
had already been incorporated at, the pre- 
sent session and had not received an acre 
of land nor a dollar from tho treasury. He 
would oppose the grant, 

Mr. Anderson would liked to have seen 
Bomo regulations for the disposition of 
the lands ami the rates to be charged by 
the railway. 

After considerable discussion, the bill 
wos finally reported from committee. 

JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

The report of the committee of supply 
was considered. 

When the vote of $20,000 for the Jubi- 
lee hospital came to be read a second time, 
Mr. Bole asked for a division of the house 
on it, Ho objected to 620,000 of main- 
land money being spent in this way in 
Victoria. 

Mr. Thomson said ho had been to the 
Royal hospital that morning and had 
found that, there were J7 patients there 
from the mainland. 

Mr. Iliggins -Yes, of the 35 patients 
17 are from tho luoinlaml. 

Mr. Bole — 1 am hero to look after 
mainland money, not mainland invalids.'

Committee reported and asked 
leave to sit again. 

The supply hill passed the lirst readin 

1'ROTECTION Of (SAME. 
Mr. Vernon moved tlioHeoond rending of 
his bill for the better protection of ani- 
mals ami birds. In doing so he referred 
to the efforts made by the Australian 
colonies and eastern provinces of the 
Dominion for the propagation of game ani- 
mals and birds, lie pointed out also that 
it was desirable to prevent the exportation 
of game and also make some provision to 
prevent the ruthless slaughter of sea gulls 
indulged in, in the harbors of the province. 
.Since the bill had been introduced he bod 
received letters from several parts of the 
province expressing the hope that tho 
bouse would assist him in making the bill 
as perfect, as possible. 

Mr. Beaven bad often endeavored to 
induce the bouse to pass legislation of this 
kind. Only those who choose to respect 
the law are the sufferers by the present 
game laws on the statutes. He was credi- 
bly informed that o large number of 
pheasants are trapped annually by Chi- 
nese and others mid exported to .San 
Francisco. The game act, however, which 
the present bill proposed to repeal, was of 
more value than the bill itself. There 
were different seasons made I'm- different 
birds and animals which would not work 
satisfactorily. There should be only one 
season fur all gome hunted with the gun 
and another season fur all gainu hunted 
with the rifle, 

Mr. Davie would vote for -the second 
reading of this bill. There was a clause 
in it, however, that provided that game 
should not be shot on Sundays. This was 
unnecessary, and he would move in com- 
mittee that, the clause be struck out. He 
was favor of the clause making it penal to 
bunt with dugs. 

Mr. Semlin did nut see any necessity 
for protecting the higher kinds of gome in 
the upper country. 

Mr. Dunsinuir said there was a necessi- 
ty for a measure lor t he prot ection of deer. 
An individual with four large dogs had 
been slaughtering deer around Shawnigail 
Lake all last winter for their skins. 

Mr. Prior supported the bill, but, be 
was nut in favor uf the Sunday clause. 
The proposition to have the season fur all 
game birds the annio anil all ganie animals 
the same was a good one. 

Bill passed the second reading and was 
referred to committee of the whole. 

Mr. Davie moved that "or any Sunday 
or Christinas during" be struck out. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said he must enter 
his protest against the proposition to 
strike out the word Sunday. As for 
Christmas, it was simply a mutter of opin- 
ion, and ao far as he was concerned, he 
would be in favor of striking it out. Hut 
with the Sabbath the cose was very differ- 
ent. There woa already on our statute 
books a law against this closs of Sabbath 
desecration, under which the transgressor 
could be taken Indole a justice of the 
peace and lined live pounds. To strike- 
out the Sabbath, as was proposed, would 
be to render the law refe rred to a nullity, 
But, there was a higher view to take of 
the question. There was a law burlier 
than British law against this class of Sab- 
bath desecration, a low which he 

trusted and believed every honorable 
member of the house revered, and he 
hoped this house would nut place such a 
Vote on record. As a pari uf a christian 
nation, it would ill-become the legislature 
to do so, (Hear, hear. ) 

Mr. Ladner thought, as professing 
Christians, tho house should nut strike 
out these wolds, lie bad been in church 
before now and had heard shots tiring all 
round it. 

Mr. Bole was not in favor of striking 
the words out. The law at present on the 
statute would cover the ground oven if it 
were. 

Mr. Davie did nut know there wos such 
a statute in existence, and it was prac- 
tically a dead letter. Ho did not think 
there should be anything to prevent a 
mechanic or any one else confined by his 
work during the week from going out to 
hunt on Sunday. 

Mr. Prior was very glad he had not 
been brought up to look upon Sunday as 
a day in which he was to walk about, with 
folded hands and to have a particularly 
sanctimonious countenance. lie was 
taught to regard the day as intended for 
man and not man for the day. In many 
parts of England cricket, foot-boll, or 
races woro regarded us the right kind of 
thing on Sunday, and he did not think 
the people of ibis country would look 
favorably on a clause which would pre- 
vent them from hunting on Sunday if 
they wished to. 

It wos resolved that the clause be re- 
tained on the following division:

Mr. John moved a clause providing 
that game, animals, or birds shall nut he 
shot for sale or market within ten miles, 
of any city or incorporated town, At 
the request of the committee tho amend- 
ment was withdrawn, 

A clause was inserted to prevent the 
shooting of gulls in harbors. 

Bill was reported from cunimittoe com- 
plete with amendments, 

QUARTZ MINKS. 

Bon, Mr. Robson submitted tu the 
house a bill entitled "An Act to aid in the 
development of quartz minus," 

INSANE ASYI.l'M. 

Hon. Mr. Robson brought down the 
annual report of the asylum fur the in- 
sane, New Westminster. 

House adjourned at 5:45 till 7:30 
o'clock. 

EVEN I NO SESSION. 

Mr. Speaker took the choir at, 7:30 p.m. 

Mr. Beaven moved the second reading 
of bis bill to amend the mineral Acts, so 
as to prevent Chinese acquiring u right 
to mine before or acquire any interest, in 
quartz Indus. 

Mr. Mason said if the honorable lender 
of the Opposition wore one half as persist- 
ent in advocating measures for the good of 
the province as ho is in advocating meas- 
ures to persecute the Chinesu he would 
deserve some solid acknowledgement from 
the country for his efforts. The act which 
ho wished to pass was an unjust ono, and 
ho (Mr. M.) considered a most outrageous 
one, and ono that would act detrimentally 
to mining districts, Ho thought if an act 
of this kind was in the interests of mining 
districts someone or other of the gentle- 
men who represent those districts should 



introduce A measure of this kind. They 
surely must know tho requirements of 
their own districts hotter than the honor- 
able gentleman liiinself. He thou read a 
number, of the clauses of tho act and 
pointed out at some length tho absurdity 
ot them, ond said if the house was going 
to exclude Chinese from the quartz mines 
he would move to exclude them from the 
canneries and from employment as do- 
mestics. 

Mr. Bole knew nothing about the 
quartz mines and would leave the ques- 
tion tu those better acquainted with it. 

Honorable attorney-general said this 
wos one of the several measures intro- 
duced by tho honorable gentleman having 
for its object the persecution of tho Chi- 
nese. Ho was desirous of doing every- 
thing in his power to encourage tho devel- 
opment, of our mines, hut he could nut 
help regarding the hill as bod in principle, 
and he was not sure that it was not also 
bad in moral. 

Mr. Allen did nut consider the bill wor- 
thy of consideration. 

Mr. Cowan thought the lirst clauses of 
the bill were very good and worthy of con- 
sideral ion. 

Mr. T. Davie said similar provisions to 
this were enacted in the - Australian col- 
onies, and had been found to work very 
well. He would like tu see this discussion 
which was a most, important one, ad- 
journed till there was a hotter attendance 
of the members of the house. 

Mr. Dunsinuir wos opposed to the ad- 
journment, lie was no lawyer, but he 
knew the bill wos unconstitutional, 

The adjournment was carried. 

I.IE.N BILL, 
Mr. Stenhouse moved the second read- 
ing of the "Lien Act, 187!t, amendment 
bill. 

Committee reported progress and asked 
leave to sit again. 

SHOUT SUMMONS. 
Mr. T. Davie moved the second reading 
of his county court bill. In doing so he 
explained that o judge, on ollidavit being 
made by a creditor to the effect that a 
debtor is about tu leave t he Province, may 
issue a short summons returnable in one 
hour. The result nf this wos that the 
diligent ere litor often sweeps away the 
assets of a creditor and closes up every- 
thing in a day or two leaving nothing for 
other creditors. This w,as allowing '-'an in- 
justice to be done to creditors who may ho 
residing in different parts of the pro vine*, 
and know nothing of the proceedings 
token. Under I lie present act one judge 
may make- o summons returnable at nine 
o'clock while another judge may make a 
semmons to the same party returnable at 
ten o'clock. The object was to moke any 
lotion taken inure for the benefit of all 
creditors. 

Mr. Bole instanced coses where short 
summons hod been issued and judgment 
btainod in one and a half hours. 

Bill posscd through committee and woa 
rood a lirst time. 

KKC OVEIIY OF WAUES, 

Mr. Bole moved the second reading of 
n bill entitled "An Act to amend' the law 
relating to the recovery of wages." Tho 
object <>f tho hill was t<» authorize two jus- 
tices of the peace to determine in a sum- 
mary manlier concerning any sums owed ' 
for wages to the extent of <jjtf>0. In case 
of a refusal by a master to pay hia ser- 
vant's wages the justices would be empow- 
ered to inflict a penalty. 

Mr. Robson was surprised to find that 
such a bill as this should bo introduced at 
this particular time when a strong feeling; 
existed against, the lows permitting o man 
tube thrown into prison for debt. The 
principle was cold-blooded and pernicious. 

Mr. Davie supported the bill. Ho did 
not know that he wos in favor of impris- 
onment for debt , but ho Would favor any 
measure to facilitate the recovery of wages. 

Motion for the second reading of the- 
1 "ill was negatived by a vote of !l to 7. 

Rouse adjourned till 2 p. m. on Satur- 
day.
